LoNiiiiN, .\prii - Next Saturday's 
issue of the 'L'alild will contain a special 
article by Cardinal Manning in wliich lie 
will contend that the rights of labor can 
bo douiod. Tho liberty of organization 
to protect thorn and freedom found ml on 
thoni cannot bo denied. Toward tho lust 
century the iloetriiies of jiolitiivil economy, 
under the ple.'i of frno cuntiact, bloke up 
tho old relations betwoeii employ^ and 
luiiployod. Tho conllict betwueii capital 
anil labor then becamo porpotual. Tho 
power uf capitjd is all but irrusistible, for 
the poor, who must labor, for, tbp .bread of 
life. Hunger lays the nocdssity on thoni 
for laboring for tho sake of their homes 
and thomselvos. Wlioii the law ceased 
to iuterveno, organizations for dofonso 
straightway rose. Tho Knights of Labor 
and British trades unloiiH roprosont tho 
rights of labor and tho riglitJi of associa- 
tion for it.i dofonso. Tho conflict between 
oapiUd and labor ia most iinocpial. Tho 
freedom of contract, on whieli political 
economy glorilius itnolf, partly exists. It 
is surely a church otlico to protect tho

THE EAISING OF THE MEXICO. 

To THB EnnoBi-rAfter various letters 
pro and con over all sorts of disguised signa- 
tures, respecting tho right, or othorwise of 
foreign oleniont and material, being at the 
present time uaed for the purpose of sav- 
ing tho stranded vessel Mexico, I was 
Pleased to boo by this morning's issue that 
your roportera had interviewed some of 
tho iiitorested parties and gleaned 
some slight light on tho matter; biit I 
think if tlioy had intorviowod a few other 
individuals, soiuething as near tho truth 
would have been arrived at as would have 
placed tho blame on the right shoulders, 
as to tho why and wherefore such things 
be. I have hitherto said nothing, either 
through the press or otherwise, and 
should not have done' so now had it not 
boon that I am placed in a rather dubious 
position by the woiding of tho paragraph 
lioanod Mr. R. Finlaysrm, viz: " Local 
vessels, locid material, loc-il people, etc., 
woro being employed on the work, only 
tho experienced divers who worked for 
tho underwritero being importeii.'' Thia 
does not sound very creditable to me 
or iny abilities. But, Mr. Editor, I 
wish it to be fully understood that I 
havo nothing whatever to say against the 
Messrs. Longee Bros, whom 1 am person- 
ally acquainted with, only to draw the 
attention that tho phrase "who worked 
for tho underwriters," w»s itofribly ; far 
fetched, because if the truth was made 
known during the last seventeon years, 
the term of niy almost cont inued residonco 
hero, d havo done both on Puget sound 
and in these waters as mm h, if not more, 
undemriters work on vessels, and no one 
is moro cognizant of it tlmn R. Finlayson^ 
Esip, Lloyds agent. In fact, after going 
to San Francisco on the stranded and 
broken steamer Hyltoii Castle, and re- 
maining a short ]ieriod, I was again 
employed by Lloyds people ui San Fran- 
cisco to proceed nprth to the Sumatra, 
that was sunk at the head of Esquimalt 
harbor. Scarcer six months since I, with 
ocul aid, took the Alki (full of coal and 
conililetel}' snbinerged except top of deck 
houHo at high water) with bows wide njion, 
otr the same reef; in fact within throe 
hundred yards fif the Mexico. 1 saw 
every large marine underwriter repreaen- ' 
tativo then and they wore highly pleased 
at my succijks, but what has 
occurred since? The I'.ariiard Castle 
goes on shore. 1 am inivatcly asked to 
ofTer to take her oil' for a certain sum; 
but I tell them that .at the season of the 
year it is a matter of unpossibility and 
advised them to sell, as it would bo May 
before work could be done at her by sub- 
marine divers. The winter has verified 
lay words, and it .-ipiic'ira my very words 
havo boon the means of boycottini' my- 
self, for nothing can over make me be- 
lieve other than unfair use of my stato- 
ments woro mitde to tho insurance board. 

Tho vessel grounded on the' Ist of the 
month. On the 4th and Eth T suryeyod 
her, and gave in my i\)|iort. It, was sent 
to San Fraiu'iijco, but h.iviiig lieeii em- 
ployed by the steJUner's agent, the undor- 
writora sent two divers to either coiitirm 
or repudiate. They fully conliriiiod my 
report, and thus filled the mission upon 
which t hey c.uiie, and wore prepared to 
leave on tlie following Saturday for San 
Francisco, liul- a chango came over tho 
Hcono. Capt. I'.rnco undertakes to do tho 
work liimsolf (of which 1 know no reason 
why he should not if tho requirements of 
the law have been fdled.) But if Mr, Fin- 
laysoii .aiid (!apt. Bruce were so urgent 
to use all the pos.sible loc;d talent and re- 
sources, why not liavi^ ha those gi;ut lemon 
jirocoed to San Francisco, aiul allowed tho 
Harnian liros. a chance to m.ako a living, 
for which tlioy aro staying in this province 
and keeping on .hand expensive machine- 
ry to lay idle. So much for the boasted 
interest in Victoria. 

Respe^'ting the prii e being t,ho hticking 
point between the parties, 1 have no 
knowledge; but thin I do kimw, that it ia 
as good as a (uie liunilied to one bet that 
the divers oiuployed will roooivo a sum thair 
would never have entered my head to have 
askod for (more power to them, I say). 
,So it is not the question of money resjiect- 
ing the oniidoymeiit of divers. 

The puiiqiB inqiorted, I beg iiermisaion 
to say, are of a less capneitj' than tlioso 
obtainable from local simrces. 1 regret 
having written at such a length, but the 
truth will out.

THE BYE-ELECTIONS. 

Two provincial bye-elections are now in 
procbss— both rendered necessary by tho 
lamented death of the late premier. One, 
th.-vt in Yale district, is practically over. 
Tho voting took place yesterday ; but 
throe or four Jays will be required to 
gather und coiuit the ballots. And yot, 
from reliable information to hand, wo are 
in a position to auticipato tho count with 
sufficient certainty to congratulate tho 
govornniont iu advance upon tho splendid 
victory, — a victory even more pronounced 
and significant than if tlic new minister's 
return had boon unojjpcjsed, by reason of 
tlie dmallnoss of tlio vote polled by tho 
Opposition. It is well. The electors of 
the large and important disti-ict of Yale 
have proved themselves capable of ajipre- 
ciating tlio liberal and prfigrossive policy 
of tho present govormnent. They have 
shown once more that they undurstiinil 
and intend to participate in the advan- 
tages of being rejiresontcd by those in full 
accord with that government, instead of 
members o>f a factious and futile Opposi- 
tion, powerless for >;ood. 

Turning to tho Cowichan election, which 
will not be over for a woek, wo tind jiru- 
sented a condition of things somewhat 
perplexing and not alt^c;other reassuring. 
The late premier represei.tod this import- 
ant district ooiitinnoualy from the date of 
confederation (J871) uji to tlu! day of his 
death, and it is saying little to assert tliat 
he did it faithfully and well. Fow, if 
any, hold theii' seat by aasecuro a fuuro. 
It was only, it could oivly bo surrendered 
by deathi I?pr is it surprising that it 
should have been so. Oreater zeal, more 
self-sacriticing devotion to the interests of 
his constituents have seldom l)een wit- 
nessed; and coiisideratioiis of self-interest, 
to Siiy nothing of tlio higher sentiment of 
gratitude, would naturally load nu-n to 
stand by such a reuresentative. He died 
at hispnsti, His last 'solicitude was for 
his coiiBtituents, — to secure liberal appro- 
priations ffir the construction and repair 
of needed roads, bridges and wharves, and 
to extend a system of colonization roads 
into now or projected sottlemonts. And 
so effectually did ho work for the intoreuts 
of Ilia district during tho four j-ears he led 
the government that the expenditure ag- 
gregated the sum of sixty thousand dol- 
lars, aa against eight thousand during the 
four proeedijig years wlion the party now 
in opposition was in power. Nearly ciijht 
dotlara to.one ! Not only so, one of his 
very fiiist acta after coming into power was 
to restore to the district the, second mem- 
ber, of which It had boon robbed by the 
party now in opposition. 

I'lider the.io circumstjinces it, was surely 
natural to expect that the dominant senti- 
ment, the supremo determination of tlio 
cpnsliituenoy,. liquid have boon to fill the 
vacancy occasioned hy death by tho unani- 
mous selection of ojie who was in accord 
with tho late member; one wlio would, so 
to speak, take up tho work just whore it 
was laid down, and heartily assist tho col- 
loaguoa of the dead premier in carrying on 
tho same polic;^ of progress, both as re-, 
gards .the distinct and the province. 

Let us seb how the matter stands : There 
are throe candidates in tho llold. Mr. 
Sutton has comu out fairly and 
squarely as a s ipportor of tho pres- 
ent govornmont. Mr. IFxy lias 
come out as a professed government »up- 
purter. Mr. Evans runs as an open and 
avowed, oppositionist. Now assuming the 
two first named to bo honest in their pro 
fcssioiiR, true loyalty to party should lead 
one of thorn to withdraw, and not run tho 
risk of lotting an oppositionist in liy 
splitting the governnieut voto. But wo 
aire prepared to stato that Mr. Fry is not 
and has never beun loy.il to tlui Jiarty now 
in i)ow»;r. Nay, tlujre nned be no hesita- 
tion in a.iaorlinx that ho is sailing under 
falue colors, that lio is an oikmuj" in dis- 
guise — professing to bo a friend of the 
present govornniont simply because' h 
Knows tlmt to be the popular card in (h 
district. That ho is so regarded l)y t h 
govornniont is well known, tho prosont 
jiromier having ropualedly Ktati;d that he 
would rather see Air. Kvans olcctod than 
Mr. Fry ! 

In view of tlieso facts, tho duty of those 
electors who desire to aoo a united delega- 
tion from tho district supporting the pres- 
ent goveriimont is siiroly clear enough. 
They should give a soliil vote for Air. 
Sutton, who possosHOH the full coiilidenco 
of the govonimont. II is a duty they owe 
to themselves, as Mr. Sutton would un- 
doubtedly be able to accomplish much 
more for tho district than eitlier or both 
of tile others. It aoenis to US they owe it 
to the momory of their late roproaontative 
to cast thoir biillots against Mr. Fry, who 
is only injuring tho cause ho pretsnds to 
serve by wilfully opposing the nominee of 



tho govomiiieht. Mr. Fry docs not de- 
serve any sympathy at the hands of tho 
electors of the fine district of Cow- 
ichan, who know that his election 
would, under tho circumstances, not 
only bo an act of hostility^ to^yard 
tho govenimont, but wo'uld^be aii inattlt* 
offered to the memory of the' lioriorod 
dead. _ ^jC^-i^-u ^:....

IMMIGRATION TO BRITISH COLUM- 
BIA. 

A I/nrci> Inllnv o; I'oiinlallim Probable TLla 
Year .Ven sslty of u Uei li r .SyHtcm For 
Keci'iviiu; .New Cmncrs. 

From iiiforin.ation received from a viir- 
iety of sources it is evident that this pro- 
vince will bo visited by a Large number of 
immigrants during the present year, suck- 
ing homes. The geiic'rous advertising 
that has been bestowed, .and the flattering 
references that have been made through 
tbo eastern and English press as to the 
desirability of British Columbia .is a field 
for settlement on account of its resources 
ond agreeable climate, have hail tho ell'ect 
of inducing many to tuni to the far west 
in the hope of bet tering t heir condit ion. 
During the past ye.ar it is stated that 
about four hundred Imiiui Jule settlors 
located on Vancouver and adjacent islands, 
and a greater nnmhcr on the mainland. 
.\lready this year the Dominion immigra- 
tion agent at N'ictoria has ]iaid out over a 
tlioiisjuid dollars in ten dollar bonuses 
granted hy the Dominion government to 
all settlers over Jii ye.irs of age coming 
from (heat Britain and other parts of 
Europu. There CJin be no ijuestion tliata 
Largely increased ininiigration will occur 
this year, and while this is very gratify- 
ing, yet it is in keeping to ask what 
arningcnients have luten mado to receive 
thoae new-cumers and, if seeking land, to 
aid them to securu desindjle locations II 
Tho lands of tlie islands of tho province 
arc available to all those who are in a 
position to tnke a govennnont guide and 
aearcli out among the valleys aruble land 
Buitable for culture. 'I'ln,- lands of tho 
mainland are not so easily secured. Be- 
yond a few townships the Dominion has 
not in the market the lands within the 
railway bolt, and lying west of Vale, and 
south of the Fraser river to tho boundary 
lino. The contention has been made that 
in this section many hundreds of sett lers 
iiiiiy find soil that will bring forth in 
iibuiidance. Outside the few survoyud 
townships, the intending settler when he 
discovers a location, will have to beconio 
a squatter, .an unsatisfactory poaitiim to a 
iii.au seekihi; to make ,a periiiauent homo 
for his family. lu order to place himself 
Upon the lam I iIh ih' is not adequate in- 
formation to L,'uiiie him. This st.ate of 
things should at once be remedied. Tho 
land should bo surveyed iininediately, and 
as the old survey linos are pretty correct 
and ari! geiier.-dly followed it would seem 
that the surveying; i:t a sinijde mailer. 
The provincial government have an agent 
at New Westminstor to look after the 
interests of immigrants, but it is thought 
that a Dominion agent should be stivtioned 
at Vancouver to muet oU trains, and fur- 
nish immigrants with every information 
reipiisite. Unless the machinery for 
guiding new-eonnu's to the lands of the 
province is pl.iced in l)i;tter shape, thoro 
is no doubt that many will lind their way 
to tlio .American side, where it would 
appear they are better looked after than 
here. 

It is uiiieil upon the Dominion authori- 
ties tliat the lands wit hin the railway btdt, 
for the latter are those principally sought 
after, he so placed, and the machinery of 
tho department so arranged that immi- 
grants sdoking locations, may receive the 
greatest onminit of aasislanco in doing so.
